banquet. 

Looking back to 1962, 166 freshmen entered their 
first” year of high school and elected Ronnie Cupp 
president with Bill Pratt, vice-president; John Dowd, 
secretary, and Dick Murray reporter.

Tournament trophy. As track started, 17 freshmen 
boys checked out track shoes and the season was 
underway. 

When it ended, the track team had won every 
track meet it had entered, including the State Class 
A meet at Edmond, and had rewritten all but three 
junior high track records. 

In the fall of 1963, 150 sophomores elected John 
Dowd, president; Charlie Pyle, vice-president; 
Danny Pearson, secretary; and David Lee, treasurer. 
In the Student Council, the sophomores were repre- 
sentedby Bill Pratt, Ronnie Cupp, Phyllis Chisholm 
and John Edwards. 

Frosted hair and wrap-around skirts were popular 
with the girls, and the boys’ favorites were wind- 
breakers and longer hair. The major pastime for 
most sophomore boys was getting someone to double 
date with them until they got their cherished drivers 
license.

Bugs in Pauls Valley were plentiful until 15 
sophomores started collecting them for a directed 
studies biology class. When the sophomores had 
their collection in, of course, the bugs again made 
their appearance in the millions. 

Nineteen boys checked out equipment for their 
first year of high school football. The team ended 
with a 1-2-7 record but with great promise for the 
coming years with the entire backfield having two 
years of high school remaining. In basketball, nine 
boys sparked the “B” team to one of their most 
successful years. Two sophomores, David Lee and 
Larry Blundell, ran on the mile relay team that set 
a meet record at the Northwest Invitational with a 
timing of 3:24.9, only to see it broken in the finals 
of the meet. At the All-Sports banquet in the spring, 
sophomore Larry Sanders received the Outstanding 
Back award in football. 

In mixed chorus, 20 sophomores participated in 
programs for special assemblies throughout the year. 
Jane Jordan was elected vice-president and Teresa 
Curry served as a group captain. 

At an impressive ceremony, 23 pledges were initi- 
ated after fulfilling their pledge duties in FHA. 
Sophomore officers were Carolyn Moore, devotional 
chairman; Lou Murray, reporter; and Susan Craig, 
parliamentarian. 

As their junior year began in the fall of 1964, a 
feeling of class unity was felt throughout the class as 
138 juniors enrolled. Junior class officers: Bill Pratt, 
president; Susan Rhodes, vice-president; Ronnie 
Cupp, secretary; and Barbara Somers, treasurer; pre- 
pared to lead their class through one of its busiest 
years. Representing the juniors in the Student Coun- 
cil were Ronnie Cupp, JoAnn Aaron, Susan Rhodes, 
Bill Pratt, John Dowd, Danny Pearson, and Larry 
Willis. 

The junior class selected Phyllis Chisholm as the 
annual queen candidate escorted by David Lee. Jane 
Jordan was elected FFA Sweetheart.

Nineteen junior girls participated in Pep club. 
They collected toys as Christmas gifts for the Hilltop 
school and placed a framed painting of the Panther 
in the gym.

Getting up at 7 a.m. to practice brought many 
aches and groans from 12 junior girls in the newly 
organized Drill Team.

Few juniors could forget Margaret Anning. Mar- 
garet came as a Rotary exchange student from 
Australia to complete a year of American schooling. 
By the time she left, one would have thought she 
had lived here all her life. 

Some of the seniors will go on to continue their 
education and others will begin their careers, but: 
whatever their pursuits, they will always remember 
Pauls Valley high school and what they did here.

Panthers Step From 1961 Probation To Injury 


A new head coach, Hayden Battles, a new line 
coach, Joe Buck, and a group of returning starters 
that many coaches would envy, combined to make 
the season one of great promise. But the promise did 
not fully mature. Injuries, which bordered on the 
tragic, dashed the teams hopes of a state champion- 
ship. Larry Sanders, highly touted fullback, was the 
first to be lost as he suffered a knee and hip injury 
in the pre-season scrimmage with Marlow which 
side-lined him for the rest of the season. 

Bill Pratt assumed the fullback role as the Pan- 
thers defeated the Tigers 25-6 before a large crowd 
of ardent fans at Wewoka. Wallace Fields scored the 
first time the Panthers had their hands on the ball 
and the team compiled over 320 vards rushing to 
win the first game of the season. Rocky Rankin 
scored on a cross-country run which covered 67 
yards and Larry Boone caught a Willis pass to score 
late in the third quarter. 

Wallace Fields and Clark Grimes scored in the 
second quarter to give the Panthers their second 
victorv and first conference win of the year. The 
Sulphur Bulldogs fell victim to the hard-nosed, pen-

In the next conference game the Panthers won 
over the Carl Albert Titans 26-8 as over 330 vards 
on the ground were gained and Clark Grimes kept 
the Titans deep in their own territory as he punted 
for an average of more than 43 yards. Larry Willis 
led the offense by scoring twice and rushing for 
more than the total Titan team. 
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Panthers, ranked No. 1 in the state in the pre- 
season poli of coaches, continued to be the top 
ranked team until the Yukon Millers came to town.
